AROMA. — Very  large,  firm,  solid  berry.  Late. 

CHESAPEAKE. — This  is  one  of  the  best.  The  plants  are  large  and  virorous, 
fruit  is  large  and  firm  and  of  the  very  best  quality.  Medium  to  late. 

GLENMARY. — Is  one  of  the  older  varieties.  Very  much  planted  in  most  fruit 
sections  as  a market  berry.  Very  large  and  bears  big  crops.  Large,  healthy  plants.
